3. The Terms of reference for Central Monitoring Committee are as follows:- 

a. Monitor and assess progress to ensure that the objectives of the Mission are 
met. 

b. Set definite time frames and deliverables (the outcomes and outputs) for 
each activity of Mission along with the responsible partners to develop a 
coordinated system of tracking progress. 

c. Facilitate convergence amongst different stakeholders from Central 
Government/State Government and other institutions 

d. Undertake quarterly review of the progress of the activities under the 
Mission and use the Quarterly Progress Report (QPR) as a monitoring tool to 
assess the work undertaken by the Mission Directorate, National Resource 
Centre for Women (NRCW), State Resource Centre for Women (SRCW) and 
other structures at the District level (PRIs, other facilitating agencies etc.) 
responsible for implementation of pilots. 

G. Consider bottlenecks in implementation and suggest suitable remedies 

f. Review the status of functioning of different bodies/ committees constituted 
under the Mission. 

g. Adopt performance Indicators for measuring convergence efforts of all the 
related ministries/departments. 

h. Prepare policy recommendations for the consideration of National Mission 
Authority(NMA) 

i. Provide policy advice to the Mission directorate and NRCW. 

4. The tenure of the two Secretaries and six Civil Society Members on the CMC will be up 
to 31/03/2014 or until further orders whichever is earlier.
